1 . This application has been examined. Claims 1 -3,5-6,8-1 7 and 1 9-3323-32 are 
being allowed over the prior art of record. Prosecution on merits is closed in this 
application.

based image on the media; placing an encoded digital image copy of a barcode 
representation of said first photo-based image associated With the three-dimensional 
version of the photo-based on said media, wherein a reprint of said picture is 
obtainable by a reading of said encoded digital image copy of a barcode 
representation from said media; and encoding redundant information, wherein if 
portions of the photo-based image are lost or damaged, the redundant 
information is configured to compensate for the loss or damage to prevent the 
loss or damage from interfering with reproduction of the photo-based image, as 
amended in the independent claims.
